1 . (Original) A firearm having a receiver configured to receive a tabbed magazine, 
comprising: 

a receiver well configured to control movemmt of the tabbed magazine when' the tabbed 
magazine is inserted into the receiver weU;

4. (Original) The firearm of claim 1, wherein the receiver well includes a^rib for 
engaging the tabbed magazine, the rib configured to control mov«nent of the tabbed magazine 
v/bem the tabbed magazine is inserted into the receiver well. 

5. (Original) The firearm of claim 1, wherein die recover well includes aichamfer 
configured to aid insertion of the tabbed magazine. 

6. (Original) The fireami of claim 1 » further comprising a magazine release button, 
and y^erein the receiver comfHises a right side and a left side, and whodn the magazine release 
button is accessible from either the right or left side of the receiver. 

7. (Original) The fiarearm of claim 1, further comprising a bolt stop button, and 
Mdierein the receiver comprises a ri^ side and a left side, and wherein the boU stop button is 
accessible from either the right or left side of the receiver. 
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8. (Original) The firearm of claim 6, further comprising a bolt stop button, and 
wherein tiie bolt stop button is accessible from either the right or left side of the receiver. 

9« (Original) The firearm of claim 1» wherein the magazine catch is rotatably 
mounted to the receiver and the translation of the magazine release button causes the magazine 
catdi to rotate. 

10. (Original) Hie fireami of claim 1 » further comprising: 

an ambidextrous magazine release button, ihe magazine rdease button ccnfigived for use 
by the trigger finger of the user; and 

an ambidextrous bolt stq> button, the bolt stop button configured for ase by^lfae trigger 
finger of the user. 

1 1 . (Withdrawn) A magazine release system for a receiver on a firearm, the receiver 
having a right side and a left side, comprising: 

a magazine catch moveably mounted to the fiteann receiver^ the magazine catch having 
an enge^ged position and a disengaged position; 

a magazine release pin, the magazine release pin having a first longitudinal end> a second 
longitudinal end, the magazine release pin associated with the magaaine catch and coofigured to 
move the magazine catch from the engaged position to the disengaged position; 

a first magazine release button mounted on the first longitudinal end of the magazine 
release pin, die first magazine release button located on the right side of the firearm receiver, 
whnein pushing the first r»<> gaTtnft release button causes the magazine release pin to translate so 
that the magazine catch is moved from the engaged position to the dismgaged position; and 

a second mfl gi ^ y^w^* release button mounted on the second longitudinal end of the 
magazme release pin, the second mflgfljine release button located on the left si<le of ihe firearm 
receiver, herein pushing ^e second magazine release button causes the magazine release pin to 
translate so that the maga^e catch is moved fiom the engaged position to the disengaged 
position. 

12. (li^thdrawn) The system of claim 1 1, wherein the magazine catch is rotatably 
mounted to the receiver. 
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13. (Withdrawn) The system of claim 11, ^rfierein the magazine rele^ise pin includes 
a v*notch having a first diameter and a second diameter, wherein pushing either of the Erst or 
second magazine release buttons causes the magazine release pin to translate> and the translation 
of the magazine release pin causes the magazine catch to move from the first diaineterto the 
second diameter, the movement of the magazine catch fi-om the first to the second diameter 
causing the magazine catch to move &om the engaged position to the disengaged position. 

14. (Withdrawn) A bolt stop system for a receiver on a fiiearm, the receiver having a 
right side and a left side, comprising: 

a bolt stop member translatably mounted to the recover; 
a bolt stop mounted on the bolt ^top member; 

a first bolt stop button mounted to the bolt stop member, the first bolt stop button located 
on the right side of the receiver i 

a second bolt stop button mounted to the bolt stop member, the second bolt stop button 
located on the left side of the receiver; 

a bolt stop pin mounted to the boh stop member between the bolt stop i\Dd tbe bolt stop 
button, the bolt stop pin configured to interface with a cartridge follower of a magazine. 

15. (Wtthdrawn) The systrai of claim 14» wherein the first bolt stop button extends 
beyond the right side of the receiver and the second bolt stop button eactends beycind tbe left side 
of die receiver. 

16. (Withdrawn) The system of claim 14. wherein tbe bolt stop has a non-blocldng 
position and a bloddng position, and pressing down on the first bolt stop button causes the bolt 
stop to move toward the non-blocking position and pressing down on the second bolt stop button 
causes the bolt stop to move toward tiie non-blocking position.

24. (Previously Presented) The firearm of claim 20, ii^Aierein the receiver ib 
configured so that a magazine follower in the tabbed magazine pushes the tabbed magizine out 
of the receiver well when the magazine catch moves to a disengaged position. 

25. (Withdrawn) A iSreann configured for one hand removal of a du; il-feaiured 
magazine, comprising: 

a receiver well configured to control movement of the dual-featuxed magazine when the 
tabbed magazme is inserted into the receiver well; 

a magazine release pin translatably mounted to the receiver; 

a magazine catch moveably mounted to the receiver and the magazine releaise pin, the 
magazine catch having an engaged position and a disengaged position^ the mag^jzine catch 
configured to engage a lockiis^ feature on the dual-featured magazine when the diial-featured 
magazine is inserted into the receiver well; and
